Dear reader it was the words of this 
text that caused me to be writing at 
this hour, one thirty o’clock in the 
morning, a week ago this morning 
I awoke early in the morning and 
this message came to me and I said 
that I would write it as soon as I had 
time, but being busy, I neglected it, so 
this time I awoke again, impressed 
more than ever before, so I thought I 
would go back to sleep and_ write 
some other time, but sleep had left 
me.

WHAT OF 
THE NIGHT 


What Shall be the Sign 
of Thy Coming, and of 
the end of the world? 


Matt. 24:3. 

While the world is considering the 
question “What of the night” there 
are thousands of God’s finger posts 
pointing with unerring accuracy to 
the soon coming of Christ. There have 
been violent earthquakes in divers 
places in the last few years. 

Japan was rocked by an earthquake 
that killed fifteen hundred and injur- 
ed one thousand and more than twen- 
ty thousand were made homeless. 
China has suffered from earthquakes 
recently with a fearful loss of life 
and property and untold suffering to 
the homeless and destitute. 

Seventy-nine shocks occurred in 
Formosa, the city of Santa Barbara, 
Cal., was practically destroyed by an 
earthquake. Shocks of greater or less 
intensity were felt the world over. 
Towns were destroyed and lives lost. 
The eruption of Mont Pelia on the 
island of Martinique in 1902 was one 
of the most terrible judgments when 
forty thousand lives were destroyed 
in twenty minutes. 

Recently an airplane flew over the 
crater, taking a picture. It showed 
where the great stream of lava, like 
a cataract flowed down the mountain- 
side. The top of the mountain blew off 
into the sea, lava, stones and ashes 
engulfed the town of St. Pierre, de 
stroying every person on the island, 
except one prisoner found in an under- 
ground cell alive” Shortly before this, 
the people had crucified an unclean 
animal in derision of Jesus Christ 
and the terrible judgment came upon 
them. 

One of the greatest earthquakes in 
history occurred at Messina, Italy in 
1908 when two hundred thousand lives 
were lost. The day before the earth- 
quake, the people published a paper 
called “The Future” defying God in 
blasphemous language to send them 
an earthquake. The San Francisco 
earthquake in 1906 was a judgment 
sent upon that wicked city. No one 
will ever know how many lives were 
lost in the underground dives. Tidal 
waves following these great eruptions 
have swept thousands into eternity. 
Jesus foretold earthquakes in divers 
places: “Fearful sights and signs 
from heaven.” 

All these pwint. to the last days and 
the soon coming of the Lord. History 
records no earthquake so terrible as 
those in this the 20th century. Anoth- 
er unmistakable sign of the soon com- 
ing back to earth again of our Lora 
is the flocking back of the Jews to 
Palestine. When the fig tree “putteth 
forth leaves, ye know that summer is 
nigh” Matt. 24: 32. And Palestine, the 
birthland of our Lord has finally fall- 
en into the fulfillment of the twenty- 
fourth chapter of Matthew. Barth-

While the works of once famous 
scribes are left to rot on bookshelves, every year sees the Bible 
translated into some new tongue, acquiring greater influence and 
receiving wider circulation. 

I haven’t found the first man who ever read the Bible from 
back to back carefully, who remained an infidel. My friends, the 
Bible of our mothers and fathers is true. In the Waters of Life, 
the Divine Scripture, there are shallows and deeps: Shallows 
where lambs may wade, and deeps where elephants may swim. 

If God is a reality, and the soul is a reality and you are a 
mortal being, what are you doing with your Bible shut? There 
are over 200 passages in the Old Testament which prophesy 
about Christ, and everyone of them have come true. Time can 
take nothing from the Bible; like the sun, it is true in its light 
and influences to men this day as it was ages ago.

the chastisement of our peace was uD- 
on Him, and with His stripes we are 
healed. Isa. 53:5. And then He went 
to the cross to shed His innocent 
blood to cleanse us from that inbred 
sin, so we could walk before Him in 
holiness. “Wherefore Jesus also, that 
He might sanctify the people with 
His own blood, Suffered without the 
gate” Heb.
